Before You Use This Firearm 

It is very important that you read and 
understand this manual before usirtg 
your new rifle. Warnings are highlighted 
In red, and should be read and heeded 
carefully. Also foJiow the safety rules 
listed in "Malln's Guide to Gun Safety' 
printed in this manual, 
e WARNING: Your rifle was shipped cent* 
ptetely assembled and should not be 
usedordlsdssemblad without fuity read- 
Infi and understanding the instnictlons In 
this manual. 

How Your Rifle is Made 

Your rifle has been made to Marlin’s 
strictest startdards of safety and reliabil- 
ity. It has been proof tested with a high 
pressure load, function fired, and 
sighted- in at the factory. Built with tradi- 
tion and ei^gmeered to give years of ser- 
vice, your rifle is the product of over a 
century of Marlin technology. 

Your Bolt Action Rifle 

Your rifle is designed to shoot 22 caliber 
Short, Lor>g, or Long Rifle ammunition. 

Like all Marlin bolt action 22^, your rifle is 
grooved for scope mounting. 



How to Operate the Safety 

• WARNING: Prior to firing, beeemo lamll- 
lar with Uis eporation of the safety by 
practicing with tfie rifle unioatfed. 

The safety is a round button located on 
the right side of the receiver behind the 
bolt handle. The words "FIRE" and 
’’SAFE" are engraved on either side of 
the safety button. To put your rifle on 
SAFE, first cock it. by lifting the bod han- 
dle and putting it back fa red dot on lop of 
the striker knob wilt be visible), then pull 
the safety button ba^ as far as K will go. 
The safety is now on SA^ (see A). To 
move your safety to the FIRE position, 
push the safety button forward as far as 
it will go. The safety is now m the FIRE 
position fsae B). If the trigger Is pufled 



with the safety button in this positron, the 
gun will fire. 

• WARNING; Never pul the safety between 
the SAFE and F1HE poallions. Always 
place it in either the full forward or full 
rearward position. Unless the safety is 
as tar hack as II will go (SAFE), you can- 
not be certain whether II Is on SAFE or 
FIRE. If the trigger is then pulled, the gun 
may fire. 

• WARNING: Never disassemble the 
ufety. H has been correctly designed, 
fitted and tested. Any mechanical device 
can tall, however, so never rely on the 
safety to justify careless handling. Never 
use a gun with a safety that does not 
function properly. (See Instructions tor 
factory maintenance on page 4.)

Howto Load Your Rifle 

• WARNING: Never atlempt to load your 
rifle with emmunitlon that dots trot meet 
the cartridge designation stamped on the 
barrel. We recommend clean, dry. fac- 
tory-loaded ammunition. 



t WARNING: Before loading this firearm 
always check the bore to be sure It is tree 
of grease, oil or any other obstniebon. 
Be sure the chamber is empty. boK Is 
open and Ihe safely is on SAFE. 

Your rifle holds only one cartridge. Open 
the boll and put the safety on SAFE. 
Place a cartridge into the loading port 
(bullet end toward the muzzle) and close 
the bolt,

Howto Fire 

With the gun pointed at the tar^t, move 
the safety to the FIRE position and 
SQueeze the trigger. the bolt com- 

pi^eiy to eject the bred cartridge case. 

Howto Unload 

With the safety on SAFE, and the gun 
pointed in a safe direction open the boH 
and efect the loaded cartnd^ from ^ 
chamber. 

What to Do if Rifle Fails 
to Fire 

1. Misfires: 

If you squeeze gte trigger and the 
cartridge does not fire, remain in the 
shooting position arxf count to 10. 
Then operate the bolt to eject the mis- 
fired cartrxfge from the gun. 



2. Underpowered Shot: 

A squib ' or underpowered shoi 
should not occur if the ammunition is 
dean, dry and factory loaded. You 
can tell if a shot is underpowered by 
the unusually low repon it makes. 

• WARNING; Because the bullet may actu- 
affy still be in the barrel, you must 
unload completely and with the bolt 
removed, look through Ihe barrel to see 
il there is any obstrucljon. If there Is. It 
should be removed by a qualified gun- 
smith. 

Sighting 

Your rifle was pre-sighted al the factory. 

However, due to individual sighting char- 

actenstics, minpr adjustments may be 

necessary. 

1 . Vertical Correction (Elevation) 

To raise the point ot impact, raise ihe 
rear sight. To lower the pomt of 
impact, lower the rear sight. The sighi 
can be raised and lowered by moving 
the stepped elevator forward and 
back with your thumb. 

2, Horizontal Correction (Windage) 
To move the point of impact to the left, 
move the rear sight base to Ihe left. 
To move the point of impact to the 
right, move the rear sight base to the 
right. 








Windage ad|ustments to the rear 
sight can be made by gently tapping 
the dovetail portion of the rear sight in 
the desired direction. 

How to clean your rifle 

• WARNING: Before cleajiing your rifle, be 
certain it is comiilelelv unloaifetf, and 
tfle bolt has been removed. 

With normal use it not necessary to 
clean the bore of your nfle. However, if 
the rifle gets wet or if foreign materiel 
gets into the action or barrel, cleaning as 
daacriDed below Is recommended. 
Being sure your riffe Is unloaded and 
poir)teci In a ssfe dirsction. open the 
bolt, pull the trigger fully to the rear and 
completely withdraw the bolt from the 
rear of the receiver, as shown in C. 

Clean the bore and barrel by uslr>g any 
standard .22 caliber commercial clean- 
ing rod and cleaning patches. Clean the 
barrel with powder solvent and wipe 
lightly with g jn oil after cleaning, 

• WARNING: Further dtsasseinbry of ths 
action is not recommended and should 
only be ehempted by a quafified gun- 
smith. 

To replace the bolt, pull the trigger and 
hold It back, while Inserting the bolt mto 
the rear of the receiver Never force the 



bolt mlo the receiver, as serious damage 
may result. If you encounter difficulty, 
remove the boh and re-check al>gr>ment. 

• WARNING: Never attempt to wipe down 
or clean a loaded gutt. Fellow Instruc- 
Noes under “How to unload'' before 
cleaning. 

Avoid the use of oil durir>g below freez- 
ing conditions. Condensation droplets 
may lorm soon after the gun is brought 
inlo a warm room, or it may become wet 
durif>9 inclement weather. In any case, 
all moisture should be removed. Eiderior 
metal finishes may be w^ed down with a 
slightfy oiled cloth. For long term stor- 
age. lightly oil the bore, barrel and action 



with gun oil Your gun should be com- 
pletely urtloaCed and stored in a dry 
area. Never store your gun in a carrying 
case.

Your firearm has bean designed, engi* 
neered and manufactured in accordance 
with Marlin's rigid quality control Stan* 
dards. However, any mechanical device 
may occasionally r^uire adjustment or 
repair.

After receiving your firearm, we will send 
you an estimate of the repair cost. Repairs 
will begin upon receipt of your check or 
money order. If repairs are not possible, 
your gu n will be retu rned. 
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Shipping and Handling 

When sending your tirearni to the factory 

please follow these mslructions: 

t. Prior 10 mailing, be absolutely certain 
that the firearm is completely unloaded 
(See 'How lo Unload" on page 2). 

2. Rack your gun carefully. Use ample 
cushioning maierial and a sturdy outer 
cardboard box. Do not ship in a special 
container vrf>ich you want returned 

3. Accessories $udt as scopes, scope 
mounts, gun case, quick detach type 
swivels, sling straps, etc. should be 
removed prior to reiurring the firearm. 

4. Inside the box. etdude the following 
information: model rHimber, senal num- 
ber. descnpiion of damage or problem, 
and under what conddions problem 
occurs, 

5. Clearly mark ^r return address on 
the outside of the box and on your 
instruction sheet. 

€. Do not ship live ammunition under any 

circumstances. 

7. Ship your fireann via iroured ^rcel 
R>st or U.P.S. Shipment must be pre- 
paid and addressed to:
